He said that it is the same unyield- 
ing spirit which has produced the 
current stalemate between labor and 
management and between democracy 
and totalitarianism. “Why should not 
labor be represented on the boards of 
directors of our corporations and the 
boards of trustees of our colleges?” 
he asked. -

human problems; each solution merely
